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DEAR  BROTHER  SECRETARY, 

And  Every  Other  Member  Interested  In  Ilis  Council: 

Under  our  present  laws  the  Secretary  is  required  to 
make  reports  and  pay  taxes  January  1st  and  July  1st. 
Taxes  are  thirty  cents  on  each  member  on  your  books  ex¬ 
cept  honorary  members.  Blanks  will  be  furnished  by  the 
State  Secretary  and  mailed  to  you  on  the  20th  of  June 
and  December.  If  you  do  not  get  them  prior  to  Janu¬ 
ary  and  July  1st  notify  State  Secretary  at  once  who  will 
forward  you  duplicate  blanks.  Remember  that  you  are 
also  required  to  report  your  membership  April  and  Oc¬ 
tober  1st  in  order  to  get  the  new  password.  Should  you 
fail  to  report  and  pay  taxes  or  report  your  membership 
on  a  postal  card  or  otherwise  for  thirty  days  after  the 
beginning  of  the  quarter  your  Council  is  liable  to  a  fine 
of  five  cents  on  each  member.  I,  therefore,  hope  that 
you  will  not  forget  this  matter  and  if  your  Council  is  fined 
the  Secretary  nor  the  Executive  Board  have  no  right  to 
release  you  from  same.  Remember  the  password  cannot 
be  sent  until  these  reports  and  taxes  are  received,  and  it 
is  not  necessary  to  send  one  without  the  other.  Keep  cop¬ 
ies  of  your  semi-annual  reports  on  file  in  your  office  in  or¬ 
der  to  be  able  to  make  your  annual  reports  July  1st  of 
each  year.  Two  blanks  are  sent  for  this  purpose.  Read 
the  revised  Constitution  and  Laws  carefully  and  you  will 
have  no  occasion  to  go  wrong,  and  if  there  is  anything 
that  you  don’t  fully  understand  don’t  hesitate  to  write 
the  State  Secretary  in  order  that  you  may  be  kept  right 
in  the  transaction  of  your  business.  When  secretaries  are 
changed  don’t  fail  to  notify  the  State  Secretary  in  order 
that  all  communications  from  the  State  Council  Secre¬ 
tary’s  office  may  be  received,  and  I  would  request  that 
the  Secretaries  do  not  fail  to  read  every  communication 
to  the  Subordinate  Councils  as  each  communication  is  of 
importance  or  same  would  not  be  sent  out.

We  quote  belowT  from  the  Raleigh  News  and  Observer  a 
brief  sketch  of  the  happenings  at  the  City  Auditorium  which 
gives  the  reader  a  faint  idea  of  speeches,  etc.,  which  the  Rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  Juniors  and  the  citizens  of  Raleigh  who  were 
fortunate  enough  to  be  present  were  privileged  to  hear: 

“The  public  session  was  held  in  the  Auditorium.  Nobody 
will  be  able  to  explain  it,  but  the  quarters  were  comfortable. 
Upon  perhaps  the  most  torrid  night  of  the  year  there  was  a 
suggestion  of  atmosphere.  Breathing  was  without  suffoca¬ 
tion.  And  there  wasn’t  an  artifice  for  the  purpose  of  bull¬ 
dozing  the  heat. 

Speeches  Short. 

“The  speeches  had  the  eloquence  of  brevity.  They  bristled 
with  good  nature.  Each  little  causerie  acknowledged  the 
weather,  told  its  joke  and  tried  to  spot  the  cool.  All  told,  the 
talking  did  not  cover  an  hour  and  there  were  four  speeches. 

“The.  presiding  officer  was  W.  A.  Cooper,  of  Capital  City 
Council  No.  1.  He  called  the  meeting  to  order  and  Rev.  Dr. 
W.  B.  Duttera,  of  Salisbury,  offered  the  prayer.  The  Third 
Regiment  band  played  and  Mayor  Johnson  extended  the  keys 
of  the  city  to  the  visitors.  He  pointed  them  to  a  revived  and 
a  revised  Raleigh,  a  city  that  is  theirs,  but  one  so  greatly  im¬ 
proved  as  to  be  almost  a  stranger  to  them. 

“For  the  Raleigh  councils,  State  Treasurer  Ben  R.  Lacy 
spoke  in  welcome.  He  did  the  job  very  handsomely.  The 
story  of  the  Prodigal  Son,  he  made  the  best  of  all  welcomes. 
There  was  no  grouch  or  elder  brother  in  the  Raleigh  family  to 
make  objection  to  the  extensive  heartiness  of  the  welcome  of¬ 
fered  by  the  Raleigh  councils  to  the  visitors. 

“Past  State  Councilor  L.  T.  Hartsell  responded  for  the 
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Juniors.  He  had  eloquent  words,  though  they  were  few.  He 
had  come  from  a  great  place,  Concord,  where  the  weather  was 
cool,  and  his  references  to  it  brought  a  big  laugh. 

“Mr.  Biekett  turned  upon  Mr.  Hartsell  neatly  in  the  open¬ 
ing,  declaring  that  the  past  councilor’s  reference  to  “  cooling 
breezes”  were  not  very  relevant,  that  they  were  not  written 
since  the  body  had  gathered  here. 

“He  nevertheless  made  the  Juniors  forget  the  fire  of  the 
night.  Spending  five  other  minutes  in  telling  humorous  stor¬ 
ies  which  had  the  crowd  constantly  laughing,  he  prepared  it 
for  the  more  serious  discourse. 

The  Order  and  Work. 

“ Quoting  Ashley  Horne’s  dictum  that  work  is  the  sublim- 
est  word  in  the  language,  he  paid  high  tribute  to  the  order, 
which  has  set  such  high  estimate  upon  work.  “It  is  an  order 
in  which  overall  and  dress  suit  are  honored,  ’  ’  he  said.  1 1 1 
confess  that  I  like  you  men  in  shirt  sleeves,  and  the  more  of 
the  soil  that  you  bring  home  with  you,  the  better  I  like  you. 
In  these  strenuous  days  of  peace,  the  smoke  of  the  furnace  is 
as  much  a  badge  of  honor  as  the  smoke  of  the  cannon.” 

“The  speaker  told  beautifully  the  story  in  Duncan’s 
“Measure  of  the  Man”  a  narrative  of  the  West  in  which  the 
drinking  of  a  health  to  a  baby  boy  was  changed  to  a  prayer 
by  a  preacher.  “Make  of  this  baby  in  the  measure  of  his 
service  and  in  the  stature  of  his  soul,  a  man,”  was  the  climax 
of  the  prayer,  a  “splendid  ideal  towards  which  to  climb,” 
the  speaker  said. 

Faith  in  Ideals. 

“He  spoke  of  the  order’s  great  veneration  for  the  Bible  and 
declared  faith  in  the  book  as  the  written  will  of  God,  as  to  be¬ 
lieve  that  when  men  lose  the  Divine  connection  they  will  re¬ 
vert  to  the  level  of  the  brute  and  the  fowl. 

L 1  The  Juniors  ’  support  of  the  schools  he  referred  to  briefly 
and  to  the  flag  he  paid  the  high  tribute  of  an  American  citi¬ 
zen.  He  wanted  to  hear  George  Cohen  sing  to  it.  For  the 
integrity  of  the  American  people,  he  declared  the  order  had 
always  stood  and  declared  that  the  fraternity  had  always  “op¬ 
posed  the  country’s  being  made  the  dumping  ground  for  the 
sewers  of  the  old  world.”  This  utterance  brought  the  audi¬ 
ence  to  great  applause. 
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Patriotism. 

“For  a  patriotism  as  ardent  in  January  as  in  June,  he  plead¬ 
ed  and  said  that  in  this  order  it  could  be  found.  To  that  brand 
which  always  wars  in  peace  and  flees  at  the  remotest  possibil¬ 
ity  of  being  called  to  the  conflicts  that  it  has  stirred  up,  he 
paid  due  praise.  For  the  kind  of  country-love  that  shouts  for 
Old  Glory  on  the  Fourth  of  July  and  spends  the  year  clamor¬ 
ing  for  an  appropriation,  he  couldn’t  say  a  great  deal,  and  for 
the  gentleman,  lamed  by  a  nightmare  while  dreaming  of  a 
draft,  he  promised  no  pension. 

‘  ‘  The  speech  of  Mr.  Bickett  closed  the  evening  and  the  ben¬ 
ediction  was  pronounced  by  Dr.  W.  B.  Duttera.  ” 

WEDNESDAY  MORNING,  AUGUST  21,  1912. 

The  First  Executive  Session  was  called  to  order  at  10:45  A. 
M.  in  the  Masonic  Temple  by  Brother  U.  M.  Gillikin,  State 
Councilor,  assisted  by  State  Vice  Councilor,  Brother  N.  L. 
Eure.  State  Council  was  opened  in  accordance  with  the  Rit¬ 
uals  of  the  order.  Chaplain  read  and  offered  prayer,  after 
which  the  State  Councilor  requested  all  members  who  had  not 
been  obligated  to  rise.  Current  term  password  was  taken  up 
by  the  Warden  and  Conductor. 

T.  G.  Cobb,  P.  S.  C.,  was  then  recognized  by  the  Chair  who 
presented  to  this  State  Council  a  gavel  in  the  following  words: 
“Brother  State  Councilor:  As  I  look  around  me  on  this 
splendid  body  of  patriots,  I  am  reminded  of  those  old  heroes 
who  marched  against  Ferguson  at  King’s  Mountain.  We  are 
all  familiar  with  the  result  of  that  struggle — the  turning  point 
in  the  American  Revolution — soon  afterwards  the  surrender 
of  Cornwallis  at  Yorktown.. 

“The  same  blood  flows  through  your  veins,  you  have  the 
same  heartbeats,  you  represent  the  same  principles  for  which 
those  old  heroes  fought. 

“Up  in  my  county,  Burke,  is  situate  the  historic  district  of 
Quaker  Meadows.  Here  these  patriots,  after  having  been 
driven  back  to  the  Blue  Ridge  mountains — worn  and  scattered 
— re-assembled  their  forces  and  with  the  fire  in  their  bosom 
for  freedom  prepared  for  the  famous  march  to  King’s  Moun¬ 
tain.  Under  a  spreading  oak  they  took  counsel,  laid  plans  for 
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this  battle.  For  over  a  hundred  years  this  oak  has  been  known 
as  Counsel  Oak. 

“Brother  State  Councilor,  I  bring  to  you  a  piece  of  this  oak, 
trusting  that  you  will  accept  it  and  that  its  every  rap  may  be 
a  reminder  of  the  debt  we  owe  those  old  heroes,  and  may  we 
perpetuate  the  principles  handed  down  to  us  by  them.” 

The  same  was  accepted  by  State  Councilor  Gillikin  in  a  few 
well-chosen  words. 

P.  S.  C.,  Chas.  E.  Brewer,  together  with  the  State  Vice  Coun¬ 
cilor  and  Chaplain,  were  requested  to  obligate  the  new  mem¬ 
bers. 

The  State  Councilor  then  instructed  the  Warden  and  Con¬ 
ductor  to  distribute  the  reports  of  officers  as  follows,  and  give 
the  Representatives  the  State  Council  password. 
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Report  of  State  Councilor.

The  records  in  the  annals  of  time  has  brought  us  upon  the 
threshold  of  22nd  annual  session  of  the  State  Council  of  North 
Carolina,  Junior  Order  United  American  Mechanics,  where  we 
mingle  together  in  virtue,  liberty  and  patriotism,  thankful 
that  we  have  made  no  backward  strides  during  the  past  year. 

I  trust  that  our  session  may  be  harmonious  and  our  acts  and 
deliberations  will  be  such  as  to  guarantee  the  continued  growth 
and  prosperity  of  our  beloved  Order. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  report  this  year  does  not  show  as  great  a  growth  and 
as  large  an  increase  of  membership  as  we  had  hoped  for.  The 
work  of  organization  has  been  extremely  difficult  for  the  rea¬ 
son  that  we  have  had  an  unusually  cold  and  bitter  winter, 
thus  making  it  almost  impossible  to  do  any  field  work  during 
the  winter  months,  but  I  am  thankful  to  say,  notwithstanding 
the  difficulties,  obstacles  and  impediments  that  have  beset  our 
efforts,  we  show  an  increase  of  about  fourteen  hundred  mem¬ 
bers.  In  addition  to  the  hard  winter,  and  notwithstanding

I  have  rigidly  adhered  to  the  rule  not  to  issue  dispensations 
to  initiate  members  in  any  case  for  less  than  $3.00,  as  I  think 
this  amount  is  small  enough. 

I  have  had  numbers  of  requests  made  to  me  for  permission 
to  solicit  funds  for  various  purposes,  but  I  have  refused  to  ap¬ 
prove  any  of  them  for  the  reason  that  I  deemed  it  unwise  and 
that  it  might  be  burdensome  to  the  various  Councils  who  would 
probably  feel  it  their  duty  to  respond.  I  have  not  objected, 
however,  for  the  various  councils  sending  out  the  circulars  or 
appeals  on  their  own  responsibility,  without  my  approval. 

I  think  it  would  be  wise  to  enact  a  Statute  requiring  the 
councils  who  desire  to  circulate  these  appeals  for  help,  to  com- 
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municate  with  the  District  Deputy  and  that  the  appeal  be  re¬ 
stricted,  with  his  commission,  to  the  District  in  which  the 
Council  is  located.  Of  course,  if  it  was  a  case  requiring  more 
help  than  the  district  would  be  able  to  contribute,  it  would  then 
be  wise  to  take  the  matter  up  with  the  State  Councilor. 

THANKSGIVING  PROCLAMATION. 


Following  the  custom  heretofore  in  vogue  by  my  predeces¬ 
sors,  I  issued  and  sent  to  the  various  Councils  the  following 
Thanksgiving  Proclamation : 

Thanksgiving  Proclamation. 

In  accordance  with  the  proclamation  issued  by  our  National 
Councilor,  Jno.  J.  Weitzel,  and  in  respect  and  obedience  to  the 
customs  of  our  order,  let  us  assemble  at  church  or  other  place 
of  worship  on  Sunday,  November  26,  1911,  and  render  thanks 
to  Almighty  God  for  the  manifold  blessings  vouchsafed  to  us 
during  the  past  year. 

We  have  had  no  calamities  and  are  peacefully  enjoying  the 
golden  fruition  of  our  efforts  in  upbuilding  and  strengthening 
our  great  Order  in  the  past.  We  are  in  a  prosperous  condi¬ 
tion  on  acount  of  the  rich  harvest  of  our  soil.  Let  us  therefore 
assemble  upon  this  day,  and  I  earnestly  enjoin  all  Councils  to 
meet  and  attend  services  in  a  body,  prompted  by  a  spirit  of 
fervent  thankfulness  for  the  spreading  and  growth  of  the 
principles  we  promulgate. 

Education  is  rapidly  advancing,  morality  is  increasing  and 
a  feeling  of  patriotism  permeates  the  membership  of  our  or¬ 
der  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  North  Carolina,  as 
well  as  the  United  States  of  America, 

Let  us  invoke  the  aid  of  our  Heavenly  Father,  that  within

REPORTS. 

It  has  been  extremely  difficult  for  the  Secretary  to  induce 
the  Secretaries  of  the  various  subordinate  councils  to  comply 
with  the  law  requiring  a  report  to  be  made  April  1st  and  Octo¬ 
ber  1st  of  each  year.  They  seem  to  understand,  though  not 
without  effort  on  our  part,  that  it  is  necessary  that  they  make 
their  report  and  remit  their  per  capita  tax  January  1st  and 
July  1st  of  the  year,  but  they  do  not  seem  to  comprehend  the 
law  in  reference  to  requiring  the  reports  to  be  made  April  1st 
and  October  1st  of  each  year;  and  I  respectfully  urge  the  rep¬ 
resentatives  of  this  session  of  the  State  Council  to  impress 
this  phase  of  the  law  upon  the  Secretaries  of  their  councils  so 
that  the  ignorance  or  negligence  of  the  Secretary  will  not  place 
the  entire  membership  of  the  council  in  an  attitude  whereby 
they  would  lose  their  insurance  in  the  Funeral  Benefit  Depart¬ 
ment. 

VISITATIONS. 

It  is  a  source  of  genuine  regret  that  my  business  has  been 
such  as  to  prevent  my  making  as  many  visits  to  the  Councils 
in  the  State  as  I  otherwise  would  have  done.  I  have  been  the 
recipient  of  numerous  cordial  invitations  from  the  various 
councils,  but  have  been  able  to  accept  only  a  few  of  them.  I 
desire  to  assure  you,  however,  that  I  have  made  as  many  visits 
as  possible  under  the  circumstances  and  appreciate  the  kind  re¬ 
ception  accorded  me  in  those  Councils  where  I  have  had  the 
honor  to  visit  them. 


EXECUTIVE  BOARD. 

We  have  had  only  one  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board  dur¬ 
ing  my  administration.  This  was  held  in  Greensboro  on  No¬ 
vember  8,  1911  for  the  purpose  of  taking  some  steps  in  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  ritual. 

There  was  an  almost  unanimous  protest  throughout  the

State  against  the  new  long  form  ritual,  and  as  a  consequence 
it  was  a  serious  stumbling-block  to  the  work  of  the  Order. 
Consequently,  the  Executive  Board  were  exceedingly  anxious 
to  secure  a  short  form  ritual  provided  by  the  National  Council 
and  they  addressed  the  following  letter  to  the  National  Coun¬ 
cilor  : 

“Goldsboro,  N.  C.,  November  9,  1911. 

Mr.  John  J.  Weitzel,  National  Councilor, 

Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother: 

During  the  past  twelve  years  the  State  Council  of  North 
Carolina  has  grown  in  membership  from  about  twenty-five  hun¬ 
dred  to  about  twenty-seven  thousand,  as  reported  at  the  August 
session,  1911.  For  the  past  several  years  the  annual  gain  in 
membership  has  been  from  two  to  three  thousand  members  up 
until  last  year  when  our  gain  was  only  fifteen  hundred.  The 
outlook  for  this  year  is  very  discouraging. 

About  one-fourth  of  the  Councils  in  North  Carolina  have 
failed  so  far  to  report  their  membership  as  required  on  the 
first  day  of  October,  in  order  to  receive  password,  and  from  a 
thorough  investigation  from  these  Councils,  we  find  that  they  are 
unable  to  hold  meetings,  in  that  they  cannot  get  together  a  quo- 
rum.Fines  have  been  imposed  as  required  by  law,  yet  this  proced¬ 
ure  does  not  seem  to  relieve  the  situation  nor  result  in  delinquent 
Councils  holding  their  meetings. 

You  will  readily  see  by  their  failure  to  keep  in  good  standing 
with  the  State  Council,  they  jeopardize  their  insurance  in  the 
Funeral  Benefit  Department.  We  have  used  every  means 
known,  in  order  to  secure  a  report  from  these  Councils,  but  as 
yet  our  efforts  are  unavailing.  On  account  of  this  condition, 
the  Executive  Board  met  in  Greensboro,  N.  C.,  on  the  8th  day 
of  November,  to  consider  this  serious  situation,  and  after  dis¬ 
cussing  at  great  length,  the  situation,  it  was  the  unanimous 
sentiment  of  the  Board,  and  so  ordered,  that  we  ask  some  relief 
from  the  National  Council. 

In  our  opinion,  from  the  investigations  we  have  made,  and 
in  the  numerous  letters  received  from  various  Councils,  the 
trouble  lies  in  the  Third  Degree  Rituals,  and  unless  some  re¬ 
lief  is  obtained  at  an  early  date,  we  feel  that  these  delinquent 
Councils  will  eventually  drop  out  of  the  order.  We  were  in¬ 
formed  that  a  new  One  Degree  Ritual  was  to  be  furnished  the 
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State  Councils  about  the  first  of  October,  1911,  but  we  have 
been  unable  to  obtain  any  definite  information  as  to  when  this 
Ritual  will  be  ready. 

We  are  advised  by  a  great  number  of  the  best  members  in 
the  State,  and  we  believe,  that,  if  the  National  Council  would 
permit  the  floor  work  in  the  initiation  of  members  from  the 
old  Ritual,  the  situation  would  be  relieved  in  this  State.  Un¬ 
less  we  secure  relief  along  lines  suggested  or  we  receive  the 
new  One  Degree  Ritual,  the  situation  in  this  State  will  become 
very  critical,  causing  a  great  number  of  our  members  to  drop 
out.

In  addition  to  that,  I  addressed  the  following  letter  to  Broth¬ 
er  Gilehrest,  who  was  Chairman  of  the  Ritual  Committee:

Methune,  Mass. 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother: 

I  would  like  to  inquire  when  we  will  likely  receive  the  short 
degree  Ritual.  This  matter  is  very  important  to  North  Caro¬ 
lina,  as  the  new  Ritual  in  its  present  form  is  a  severe  stumbling 
block  to  the  progress  of  our  Order. 

I  am  anxious  to  know  when,  in  your  opinion,  the  committee 
will  be  able  to  issue  a  short  form. 

Kindly  advise  me  by  return  mail,  or  if  necessary  telegraph 
me,  as  our  supply  of  the  new  form  of  ritual  is  nearly  exhausted. 

Thanking  you,  I  am,

The  fruits  of  our  efforts,  as  you  well  know,  resulted  in  the 
issuance  of  a  short  form  ritual,  which  has  been  a  wonderful 
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improvement  and  much  more  satisfactory  than  the  new  long 
form  ritual. 

At  this  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board,  we  discussed  further 
the  method  by  which  we  should  expend  the  money  appropriat¬ 
ed  at  the  last  session  of  the  State  Council,  and  decided  that 
this  money  should  be  paid  out  only  when  in  the  discretion  of 
the  Executive  Board,  it  was  necessary  to  send  help  to  the  weak¬ 
er  Councils,  and  not  then,  until  ordered  by  the  State  Councilor. 
I  have  endeavored  to  comply  with  the  wishes  of  the  Board  in 
this  respect. 


NATIONAL  ORPHAN  HOME  TAX. 

The  last  National  Council  not  only  increased  the  orphan 
home  tax,  but  changed  the  method  by  which  it  should  be  col¬ 
lected,  and  after  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  matter  and  an 
opinion  from  our  Chief  Judge,  Brother  Hastings,  we  concluded 
to  pay  the  amount  of  tax  levied  by  the  National  Council  for 
orphan  home  purposes  as  heretofore.  I  think,  however  that 
this  tax  is  entirely  too  high,  and  our  representatives  should  en¬ 
deavor  to  reduce  it. 

In  addition,  I  respectfully  urge  that  the  representatives  fur¬ 
ther  be  authorized  to  continue  to  demand  the  establishment  of 
an  orphan  home  in  this  State,  and  in  case  that  is  allowed,  not 
to  levy  any  tax  whatever  for  the  purpose  of  the  National  Or¬ 
phan  Home. 


REGALIA. 

The  National  Council  has  a  law  requiring  that  we  purchase 
all  our  regalia  from  the  National  Secretary,  through  the  State 
Secretary,  and  I  desire  to  say  that  I  do  not  approve  of  this 
law,  for  the  reason  in  my  judgment  we  ought  to  be  able  to  pur¬ 
chase  our  regalia  from  whomsoever  we  choose  and  thereby  pre¬ 
vent  a  monopoly  being  exercised  on  the  regalia  that  we  use. 

DEPUTY  STATE  COUNCILORS. 

On  account  of  the  burden  placed  upon  each  State  Councilor 
inducing  the  Subordinate  Councils  to  name  a  deputy,  I  address¬ 
ed  the  following  letter  to  the  various  Subordinate  Councils  in 
reference  to  the  same:

Dear  Sir  and  Brother: 

My  administration  as  State  Councilor  is  nearing  a  close  and 
I  desire  that  your  Council  from  now  until  its  close,  exert  every 
effort  possible,  to  get  as  many  new  members  and  create  as  much 
enthusiasm  as  possible  for  the  welfare  of  the  Order,  see  that 
your  taxes  are  properly  paid  and  that  your  Council  is  in  good 
standing. 

I  am  extremely  anxious  that  every  Council  in  the  State  be 
represented  at  the  forthcoming  State  Council  Session  which 
convenes  in  Raleigh  August  20th. 

I  respectfully  suggest  that  each  Council  recommend  to  its 
representative,  a  worthy  member  for  Deputy  State  Councilor 
so  that  your  representative  can  make  this  recommendation  to 
the  next  State  Councilor,  at  the  State  Council  Session  and 
thereby  render  it  unnecessary  that  the  State  Councilor  write 
several  hundred  letters,  and  oft  times  they  remain  unanswered, 
asking  for  a  recommendation  as  Deputy  State  Councilor.  This 
will  insure  a  prompt  appointment  of  a  Deputy  State  Councilor 
for  your  Council.

I  desire  to  sincerely  thank  Brother  S.  F.  Vance  for 
his  kindness,  courtesy  and  co-operation  in  all  matters  looking 
to  the  betterment  of  our  Order  and  also  Brother  Fulp,  our 
Treasurer,  for  the  prompt  and  accurate  reports  of  finances  sent 
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me,  and  all  other  members  of  the  Executive  Board.  There  are 
numerous  others  that  I  desire  to  sincerely  thank  for  their  very 
cordial  and  sincere  help  during  my  term  as  State  Councilor.

YANCEY  COUNTY. 
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CONDITION  OF  THE  ORDER, 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  state  that  under  the  circumstan¬ 
ces  the  order  is  in  better  condition  than  I  had  anticipated  or 
could  even  have  hoped  for.  It  has  been  a  hard  struggle  for 
many  Councils  for  the  last  two  or  three  years  to  hold  their 
membership  together  and  a  number  of  Councils  which  were 
unable  to  handle  the  Three  Degree  Ritual  when  the  same  was 
issued  have  never  been  able  to  keep  together  and  do  any  work, 
therefore,  the  list  of  defunct  Councils  which  is  shown  by  last 
years  record,  and  which  in  most  instances  supplies  have  been 
collected.  I  think  to  a  certain  extent  that  the  short  form  of 
Ritual  has  been  advantageous  to  our  membership,  and  while 
we  are  not  growing  as  rapidly  as  we  have  done  heretofore  I 
note  with  pleasure  the  increase  in  membership  to  July  1st 
has  been  1307,  that,  together  with  five  Councils  which  have 
been  instituted  since  July  1st  with  a  membership  of  about 
150  would  show  a  gain  for  last  year  of  1457  since  last  meet¬ 
ing  and  8  Councils  subject  to  suspension  for  failure  to  re¬ 
port,  a  part  of  which  I  feel  confident  we  will  be  able  to  get 
into  line.  We  have  28  Councils  instituted  and  one  more  up 
to  this  writing  has  been  organized  by  Brother  T.  H.  Perry  at 
White  Cross,  Orange  County,  but  will  not  be  instituted  be¬ 
fore  this  session  meets  for  lack  of  time  and  proper  arrange¬ 
ments.  Also  one  at  Bilboa,  N.  C.,  organized  by  Brother  J. 
P.  Jones  with  thirty  charter  members  which  for  lack  of  time 
will  be  cared  for  after  this  session. 

CONCLUSION. 

I  would  say  as  usual  that  seven  or  eight  letters  of  instruc¬ 
tion  and  information  have  been  sent  out  to  all  secretaries  in 
the  state  during  the  past  year.  Every  effort  possible  on  my 
part  has  been  made  to  protect  the  Councils  from  paying  fines 
on  account  of  failures  to  report  their  membership,  or  mak¬ 
ing  semi-annual  and  annual  reports  and  paying  taxes. 

I  have  sent  out  the  short  form  Ritual  to  nearly  all  the  Coun¬ 
cils  in  the  state  and  have  informed  all  the  Councils  that  the 
new  revision  of  Constitution  and  Laws  were  ready  for  dis¬ 
tribution  upon  receipt  of  price,  which  is  25c  per  copy.  Many 
of  the  Councils  have  never  yet  secured  copies  of  this  Revised 
Constitution  and  Laws  which  should  be  in  the  possession  of 
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every  Council  to  save  them  many  times  writing  to  officers  of 
the  State  Council  for  information  which  they  should  have  at 
hand. 

I  have  endeavored  to  impress  upon  each  Secretary  the  ne¬ 
cessity  of  making  reports  and  paying  taxes  in  time  required 
by  law  in  order  to  save  their  Council  a  fine  which  is  imposed 
under  our  present  laws.  Many  secretaries  will  send  in  taxes 
without  reports,  and  vice  versa,  and  forget  probably  but  what 
all  have  been  sent  to  the  State  Secretary  which  is  necessary 
for  completion  of  reports  and  thus  keep  the  membership  out 
of  the  password  for  a  month  or  more  and  sometimes  cause  the 
Council  to  pay  a  fine.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Deputy  State 
Councilor  to  see  that  the  per  capita  tax  is  drawn  before  the 
installation  of  officers,  and  Trustees  should  see  that  reports 
are  made  by  the  officers,  whose  duty  it  is  to  make  them,  and 
to  properly  check  over  accounts  and  to  make  report  to  the 
Subordinate  Council  for  the  adoption  of  same,  and  for  the  of¬ 
ficers  to  sign  and  forward  to  the  State  Secretary  in  order  that 
the  Council  may  be  kept  in  good  standing  and  the  member¬ 
ship  always  have  the  current  password.  I  wish  to  impress 
this  upon  the  officers,  that  their  duties  are  defined  in  the  Con¬ 
stitution  and  Laws,  and  each  should  inform  himself  as  to  his 
duties  and  discharge  same.  The  members  would  not  then  suf¬ 
fer  the  humiliation  of  being  debarred  from  other  Councils  for 
want  of  password  nor  would  they  have  to  pay  fines  for  neg¬ 
ligence.  As  a  whole  we  cannot  expect  every  Council  to  make 
reports  in  proper  shape,  but  we  shall  always  endeavor  to  as¬ 
sist  them  in  every  way  possible  when  called  upon. 

I  am  pleased  to  advise,  as  reports  will  show,  that  our  finan¬ 
ces  are  in  as  good  shape  as  we  can  expect  paying  as  we  do 
to  the  National  Council  forty-eight  cents  out  of  the  sixty 
cents  per  capita  tax  collected  from  Subordinate  Councils.  In 
other  words  just  twenty  per  cent  of  our  taxes  go  to  the  State 
Council  to  run  its  business  while  eighty  per  cent  goes  to  the 
National  Council  for  Orphans’  Home  and  general  purposes. 
Our  Treasurer’s  report  will  show  resources  in  the  sum  of 
$29,468.37  and  in  addition  to  this  in  the  office  of  Secretary 
supplies  and  furniture  are  estimated  at  $500.00,  and  accrued 
uncollected  amounting  to  about  $210.00,  making  a  total  of 
$30,178.37,  which  represents  the  worth  of  our  State  Council. 

The  management  by  the  Executive  Board  of  what  lit¬ 
tle  we  have  left,  speaks  for  itself.  Our  Board  has  worked  in 
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harmony  under  the  wise  leadership  of  our  present  State  Coun¬ 
cilor,  Brother  U.  M.  Gillikin,  who  has  shown  that  he  is  ever 
ready  to  do  what  he  could  for  the  advancement  of  the  inter¬ 
ests  of  the  order,  and  I  wish  to  thank  him  for  his  courtesy  to¬ 
ward  me,  also  each  and  every  individual  member  of  the  or¬ 
der  throughout  the  state  and  especially  the  officers  with  whom 
I  have  come  in  contact  in  an  official  way. 

Finally  I  would  suggest  that  the  incoming  Board  pay  es¬ 
pecial  attention  to  all  the  weak  Councils,  and  if  unable  to  do 
so  through  their  Deputies  and  District  Deputies  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  a  member  of  the  order  w7ho  is  well  qualified  for 
this  work,  should  be  sent  to  such  Councils  in  order  that  they 
may  keep  them  alive  by  giving  such  instructions  as  is  nec¬ 
essary  for  the  conduct  of  the  business  of  the  order,  using 
such  methods  for  creating  enthusiasm  as  he  thinks  best. 
Money  spent  judiciously  for  this  purpose  would  mean  the  car¬ 
ing  for  what  members  we  have  with  a  probable  increase  in  all 
the  old  Councils  and  weaker  ones,  which  if  only  ten  in  each 
Council  would  give  us  a  net  gain  of  3,000  members  next  year. 

I  will  not  make  further  suggestions  on  this  line  as  I  feel 
sure  our  State  Councilor  will  have  something  to  say  which 
wfill  direct  the  Representatives  toward  action  which  will  rem¬ 
edy  this  matter.

John  R.  Smith 

Opinion  by  Baggett,  Concurring  Ruth. 

This  cause  coming  on  before  the  State  Judiciary  of  the  Order 
to  be  heard  on  the  second  appeal  and  it  appearing  to  the  Court 
that  the  second  trial  of  this  case  was  had  in  regular  order,  and 
it  appearing  that  the  charges  against  the  defendant,  John  R. 
Smith,  were  regular  and  constituted  a  cause  for  expulsion;  and 
it  further  appearing  that  the  proper  notices  were  given  to  the 
defendant,  and  that  the  Council  had  full  notice  of  the  proceed¬ 
ings  in  this  cause  and  it  further  appearing  to  the  court  that  the 
proper  number  of  those  present  voted  for  expulsion. 

It  is  therefore  the  opinion  of  the  court,  that  the  verdict  of  the 
Council  be  affirmed;  and  it  is  further  the  opinion  of  the  court 
that  in  matters  of  this  kind,  after  due  consideration,  the  coun¬ 
cil’s  action  should  be  adhered  to,  unless  it  is  clearly  shown  that 
corruption  prevailed  in  getting  a  verdict  against  the  member, 
which  does  not  appear  in  this  record. 

It  is  further  the  opinion  of  the  court  that  no  person  of  ques¬ 
tionable  character,  or  whose  acts  would  stain  or  cloud  upon  the 
good  name  of  his  family  or  Order,  should  be  permitted  to  the 
benefits  and  social  intercourse  of  the  Order. 

The  verdict  of  the  Council  is  therefore  affirmed  in  all  respects.

It  was  then  moved  and  carried  that  the  five  candidates  for 
National  Representatives  receiving  the  highest  number  of 
votes  be  declared  elected,  provided  they  receive  a  majority  of 
the  votes  cast.

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Brothers  Gillikin,  Horton,  Eulghum,  Ervin,  and  Hartsell 
having  received  a  majority  ‘of  the  votes  in  accordance  with  the 
motion  relative  to  the  election  of  National  Representatives 
were  declared  duly  elected. 

Place  of  meeting,  Wrightsville  Beach  received  136  votes. 

Place  of  meeting,  Goldsboro  received  67  votes. 

Place  of  meeting,  Charlotte  received  69  votes. 

The  State  Councilor  then  ordered  a  re-election  for  Outside 
Sentinel  and  place  of  meeting.

Brother  W.  W.  Willson  of  No.  1  was  recognized  by  the  chair 
and  under  the  head  of  personal  privileges  desired  to  explain 
some  matters  with  reference  to  two  candidates  for  National 
Representative  from  one  Council.  After  explaining  his  posi¬ 
tion  in  the  matter  a  short  explanation  from  Brother  Moneyham 
of  No.  1  was  also  made,  after  which  Brother  Willson  as  chair¬ 
man  of  the  committee  on  Officers  Reports  proceeded  to  read 
the  report  of  his  committee  as  follows:

“We  recommend  that  the  recommendation  of  the  State  Coun¬ 
cilor  on  page  14  relating  to  appeals  for  help  be  referred  to  the 
Law  Committee  for  the  purpose  of  drafting  a  suitable  statute. 

“Attention  is  called  to  the  statement  contained  in  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  State  Council  Secretary  that  80  per  cent,  collected 
by  the  State  Council  belongs  to  the  National  Council,  in  other 
words  that  out  of  $10.00  collected  the  State  Council  only  re¬ 
tains  $2.00  for  its  own  purposes,  and  we  would  suggest  that 
the  committee  on  Good  of  the  Order  take  up  this  matter  and 
make  suitable  recommendation  to  the  State  Council  after  in¬ 
vestigation. 

“We  congratulate  the  order  on  the  magnificent  showing  ob¬ 
tained  by  your  officers,  although  part  of  their  term  they  were 
handicapped  by  the  use  of  the  new  Three  Degree  Ritual.  We 
further  congratulate  their  having  secured  at  last  a  One  De¬ 
gree  Ritual.  We  recommend  that  every  member  of  the  order 
read  these  reports.

The  item  of  cash  balance  of  $8,958.37 
in  hands  of  State  Treasurer,  while  it  looks  to  be  rather  a  large 
amount  not  to  be  invested,  the  reason  for  same  is  the  fact  that 
the  bill  for  per  capita  tax  has  just  been  received  by  the  State 
Secretary  and  the  national  per  capita  tax,  also  the  expenses 
of  our  state  session  must  be  paid  out  in  a  few  days  which  will 
leave  only  a  moderate  working  balance  on  hand  of  approxi¬ 
mately  $2,000.00.  The  committee  has  investigated  the  securi¬ 
ties  for  the  $20,500.00  loaned  on  deeds  of  trust  and  find  that 
same  is  secured  in  each  case  by  first  mortgage  on  real  estate 
worth  many  times  the  amounts  of  the  loan.

Your  request  that  the  Committee  on  Rules  take  favor¬ 
able  action  so  as  to  bring  before  the  House  the  Dillingham 
Bill  has  been  thoroughly  considered. 

On  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  I  will  say  as  chairman 
that  early  in  December  of  the  next  session  of  Congress  the  bill 
will  be  brought  by  rule  before  the  House  of  Representatives 
in  order  that  it  may  be  duly  considered.  Just  at  this  time  the 
conditions  of  business  before  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  in 
the  House  of  Representatives  is  such  as  to  render  it  imprac¬ 
ticable  to  report  a  rule  and  give  the  bill  careful  consideration 
during  the  present  session.

State  Council  of  N.  C. 

Dear  Brothers: 

Your  National  Legislative  Committee  would  like  to  make  the 
following  report  of  their  work  and  their  success  so  far,  on 
bills  pertaining  to  the  Immigration  problem: 

We  found  on  opening  quarters  at  Washington  that  the  gen¬ 
eral  opinion  was  that  there  would  be  no  agitation  (of  any 
bill  restricting  Immigration)  at  this  session.  The  House 
Committee  were  opposed  to  it  and,  with  a  Presidential  elec¬ 
tion  in  view,  no  party  had  ever  before,  at  such  a  time,  even 
considered  it. 

Our  first  work  was  with  the  House  Committee  on  Immigra¬ 
tion  where  we  labored  hard  and  had  all  the  State  Councilors 
appear  before  them  on  February  3rd  and  succeeded  in  having 
the  Burnett  Bill  reported  to  the  House  with  the  Illiteracy 
test  in  it,  a  copy  of  which  follows. 

The  Senate  had  a  bill  before  them  offered  by  Senator  Dill¬ 
ingham  with  the  Illiteracy  test  in,  but  wThen  the  bill  came 
back  to  the  Senate  the  educational  test  was  left  out,  the  only 
real  feature  of  the  bill  desired  by  us.  We  then  looked  for 
some  wTav  to  have  the  bill  amended  by  having  the  educational 
test  added  and  after  a  lot  of  good  work,  done  by  members  of 
the  order  all  over  the  country,  we  got  Senator  Simmons  of 
North  Carolina  to  report  an  amendment  to  the  bill  and  ask 
that  he  might  speak  on  it.  Every  effort  that  could  be  made 
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was  brought  to  bear  on  tlie  Senators  to  support  this  amend¬ 
ment,  as  defeat  in  that  meant  defeat  in  the  House  and  no  fur¬ 
ther  work  could  be  done  this  session.  The  bill  was  finally 
brought  to  the  Senate  to  be  voted  on.  Senator  Simmons  of¬ 
fered  his  amendment  and  the  Senate  not  only  voted  to  add 
the  reading  test,  but  went  farther  and  added  writing  and 
strengthened  it  in  several  ways  beyond  what  we  dared  ask 
for.  Only  nine  votes  were  cast  against  the  amendment  and 
it  passed  the  Senate  and  went  to  the  House  and  was  referred 
to  the  Immigration  Committee  of  that  branch. 

There  were  several  members  of  that  Committee  opposed 
to  the  Dillingham  bill  as  a  whole  on  account  of  some  fea¬ 
tures  of  it,  and  your  committee  labored  hard  with  them,  and 
also  with  friends  of  the  bill  to  see  the  Committee  for  us.  It 
was  finally  found  that  the  Committee  would  not  report  back 
the  Dillingham  Bill  and  so  the  bill  was  reported  back  to  the 
House  as  a  Dillingham-Burnett  Bill,  keeping  the  title  and 
substituting  the  Burnett  Bill.  This  was  the  only  way  to  get 
action,  as  that  would  be  a  conference  and  your  Committee 
were  sure  of  the  Conference  Committee  in  both  Houses,  as 
Senators  Dillingham,  Lodge  and  Jeff  Davis  of  the  Senate 
wTere  with  us  and  Congressmen  Burnett  and  Gardner  of  the 
House  Committee  were  with  us,  and  only  Congressman  Sab¬ 
bath  against  us. 

When  the  bill  was  reported  back  to  the  House  it  went  on 
the  Calendar  only  to  be  taken  up  on  call  of  Committee,  Cal¬ 
endar  Wednesdays.  Our  Committee  on  Immigration  was 
placed  nearly  on  the  last  of  the  list  and  it  would  not  be 
reached  this  session,  unless  the  session  kept  until  late  in  Sep¬ 
tember.  So  we  decided  to  ask  the  Committee  on  Rules  to 
give  us  a  rule  setting  a  date  when  the  bill  might  be  brought 
up.  Every  influence  of  the  Steamship  Companies  and  Cor¬ 
porations  and  those  against  the  measure  was  brought  to  bear 
not  to  grant  it.  Our  order  did  everything  to  force  it  out. 
But  not  getting  it  wre  called  a  caucus  of  the  Democrats  as  they 
were  in  power  to  take  action  on  it,  but  everything  worked 
against  it.  It  came  on  the  night  before  Decoration  Day  and 
so  many  went  home  or  away  and  all  those  who  were  opposed 
to  it  urged  everyone  to  stay  aAvay  and  so  no  quorum  was  out. 
This  did  not  dismay  your  Committee  and  they  again  asked  the 
Rules  Committee  for  a  date.  The  time  went  on  until  so  many  went 
away  home  to  look  after  their  own  interests  it  was  impossible 
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to  get  a  quorum  in  the  House  and  it  would  be  folly  to  have 
our  bill  come  up  with  a  possible  chance  to  kill  it  or  not  to 
have  another  chance  to  call  it,  so  your  Committee  decided 
that  the  best  thing  to  do  was  to  have  Congressman  Burnett 
ask  the  Rules  Committee  to  set  a  date  or  agree  to  give  us  a 
rule  fixing  early  in  December  for  consideration  of  the  bill. 
This  was  done  after  conferring  with  friends  of  the  bill  in 
both  Houses  and  the  following  letter  from  the  Rules  Commit¬ 
tee  speaks  for  itself. 

The  House  will  be  for  the  bill  as  strong  as  the  Senate  when 
they  get  a  chance  to  vote  on  it.  Every  member  of  the  order 
should  write  his  Congressman  in  November  telling  him  the 
bill  is  to  come  up  in  December  and  ask  him  to  be  there  and 
support  it.  If  this  can  be  done  we  will  win  what  we  have 
been  striving  for  for  years  and  one  of  our  principles  estab¬ 
lished. 

Your  Committee  feel  that  these  facts  are  due  the  members 
of  the  order.  Then  let  every  one  do  all  in  his  power  to  win.

And  Every  Other  Member  Interested  In  His  Council ! 

Under  our  present  laws  the  Recording  Secretary  is  re¬ 
quired  to  make  reports  and  pay  taxes  January  1st  and 
July  1st.  Taxes  are  30  cents  on  each  member  on  your 
books  except  honorary  members,  which  is  now  14  cents 
semi-annually  for  the  benefit  of  the  Orphans  Home,  and 
must  be  remitted  with  other  taxes  and  notation  made  of 
same.  Blanks  will  be  furnished  by  the  State  Secretary 

and  mailed  to  you  on  the  20th  of  June  and  December.  If 
you  do  not  get  them  prior  to  January  and  July  1st  no¬ 
tify  State  Secretary  at  once  who  will  forward  you  du¬ 
plicate  blanks.  Should  you  fail  to  report  and  pay  taxes 
within  30  days  after  the  beginning  of  the  quarter  your 
Council  is  liable  to  a  fine  of  5  cents  on  each  member.  I, 
therefore,  hope  that  you  will  not  forget  this  matter  and 

if  your  council  is  fined  the  Secretary  nor  the  Executive 
Board  have  no  right  to  release  you  from  same.  Remem¬ 
ber  the  password  cannot  be  sent  until  these  reports  and 
taxes  are  received,  and  it  is  ,not  necessary  to  send  one 
without  the  other.  Keep  copies  of  your  semi-annual  re¬ 
ports  on  file  in  your  office  in  order  to  be  able  to  make 
your  annual  reports  July  1st  of  each  year.  Two  blanks 
are  sent  for  this  purpose.  Read  the  revised  Constitution 
and  Laws  carefully  and  you  will  have  no  occasion  to  go 
wrong,  and  if  there  is  anything  that  you  don’t  fully  un¬ 
derstand  don’t  hesitate  to  write  the  State  Secretary  in 
order  that  you  may  be  kept  right  in  the  transaction  of 
your  business.  When  secretaries  are  changed  don’t  fail 
to  notify  the  State  Secretary  in  order  that  all  communi¬ 
cations  from  the  State  Council  Secretary’s  office  may  be 
received,  and  I  would  request  that  the  Secretaries  do  not 
fail  to  read  every  communication  to  the  Subordinate 
Councils  as  each  communication  is  of  importance  or  same 
vould  not  be  sent  out.

THE  PUBLIC  SCHOOLS  OF  OUR  STATE. 

In  every  speech  I  have  delivered  in  the  state  during  the  last 
few  months  I  have  never  failed  to  impress  upon  the  Brethren 
the  great  responsibility  that  rests  upon  every  Junior  to  uphold 
this  system  of  education. 

When  I  was  elected  State  Councilor  at  Durham  last  year  I 
served  notice  upon  the  Order  that  the  slogan  of  my  administra¬ 
tion  would  be  education  and  down  with  adult  illiteracy  in 
North  Carolina. 

Soon  after  I  was  elected  I  presented  this  question  to  the 
County  Superintendents  in  session  at  Charlotte  and  then  and 
there  this  great  work  of  eliminating  illiteracy  in  the  state  was 
begun  by  the  teachers  of  the  state. 
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The  Board  of  Education  of  the  State  and  all  the  other  Com¬ 
munity  Service  organizations  of  the  state  are  looking  to  us  to 
help  in  this  fight  and  do  not  want  to  see  this  Order  fall  down 
in  the  very  beginning. 

For  the  last  few  months  I  have  given  my  entire  time  to  this 
great  work  in  behalf  of  the  Order  and  I  can  see  that  the  light 
is  beginning  to  break  all  over  the  state.  At  this  time  more 
than  two  hundred  teachers  have  offered  their  services  free  of 
charge  to  teach  in  the  Moonlight  schools  that  wfill  be  opened 
this  fall. 

I  wish  to  congratulate  the  Order  upon  the  magnificent  stand 
it  has  taken  in  this  work.

I  would  call  your  attention  to  this  subject  very  briefly.  When 
the  present  great  European  war  is  over  I  am  afraid  our  Coun¬ 
try  will  experience  and  be  flooded  with  hordes  of  worthless  im¬ 
migrants.  To  this  our  Order  stands  opposed.  What  are  we 
going  to  do  when  that  time  comes?  This  is  one  of  our  great 
principles  that  needs  to  be  emphasized  with  all  the  fervor  and 
zeal  of  our  very  souls. 


VISITATIONS. 

My  records  show  that  we  have  had  District  Meetings  in  ten 
out  of  the  twenty  Districts.  Some  of  the  Deputies  have  held 
as  many  as  three  District  meetings.  I  have  attended  all  of 
these  meetings  with  the  exception  of  two.  I  have  been  from 
the  Mountains  to  the  Sea  Coast  and  visited  many  of  the  Coun¬ 
cils. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  i  eeommend  that  more  stress  be  laid  upon  the  District 

Meetings.  I  find  that  the  members  get  great  good  out  of  these 
meetings. 

I  v  ill  i  eeommend  that  each  District  elect  its  own  Deputy.  I 
also  recommend  that  the  expenses  of  each  Deputy  be  paid  to 
the  State  Council  and  that  he  be  required  to  attend  these  state 
meetings  and  too  that  he  be  made  a  member  of  the  State  Coun- 
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cil.  I  also  recommend  that  more  money  be  allowed  in  the  an¬ 
nual  budget  to  pay  the  expenses  of  these  Deputies  in  attend¬ 
ing  to  the  work  of  the  Order. 

I  recommend  that  the  meetings  of  the  State  Council  be  every 
two  years  instead  of  every  year  as  is  now  the  case.  By  doing 
this  more  time  and  money  could  be  spent  upon  the  District 
meetings. 

I  recommend  that  the  State  Secretary  be  paid  more  money 
for  a  stenographer.  I  have  taken  it  upon  myself  to  investi¬ 
gate  the  affairs  of  this  office  and  I  am  safe  in  making  this  rec¬ 
ommendation. 

Since  I  have  been  State  Councilor  I  have  never  as  before 
realized  the  greatness  of  the  work  that  devolves  upon  a  State 
Councilor.  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  a  State  Councilor 
or  some  other  person  ought  to  be  employed  by  the  State  Coun¬ 
cil  and  engaged  to  give  his  entire  time  to  the  work  of  the  State 
Councils  matters.  Some  members  of  the  Order  do  not 
know  what  a  big  thing  the  Junior  Order  is  in  North  Carolina. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  thank  all  the  Officials  of  the  State 
Council  and  the  Subordinate  Councils  for  their  many  kind¬ 
nesses  shown  me  during  the  past  year.  Though  I  shall  pass 
into  the  private  membership  of  the  Order  after  my  term  ex¬ 
pires,  yet  I  wish  to  assure  the  members  of  the  Order  that  with 
me  the  fight  along  educational  lines  lias  just  begun.

CONDITION  OF  THE  ORDER. 

I  wish,  under  this  head,  to  congratulate  every  member  of 
the  State  Council  and  every  individual  member  of  the  .Order 
for  their  best  efforts  in  keeping  alive  the  fires  of  patriotism, 
under  such  conditions  as  we  have  had  in  many  places.  I  have 
been  advised  by  many  patriotic  members  that  in  their  Coun¬ 
cils  it  was  a  hard  struggle  to  keep  their  membership  together 
and  in  many  instances  heavy  losses  have  been  sustained  on 
account  of  mills  and  other  manufacturing  establishments  work¬ 
ing  only  part  time  and  good  members  have  been  forced  to  drop 
their  membership,  to  our  regret. 

By  comparison  in  figures  of  the  number  of  members  initiated 
this  year  and  last,  you  will  also  note  quite  a  decrease,  and  in 
suspensions  the  increase  plays  a  great  part  which  accounts  for 
our  numerical  condition. 

For  the  past  six  months  my  earnest  endeavor  has  been  to 
hold  our  own  in  numbers,  and  we  have  by  the  help  of  every 
good  Junior,  managed  to  do  so,  and  make  a  small  increase.  No 
one,  I  assure  you,  regrets  more  than  I  our  inability  to  show 
the  usual  gains  for  this  year,  but  you  will  readily  understand 
the  reason  and  appreciate  the  position  of  your  State  Officers 
as  well  as  every  member  of  the  Order  who  has  worked  so  faith¬ 
fully  to  this  end. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 

Last  year  I  made  three  recommendations  which  I  thought 
would  evidently  help  the  Councils  and  the  members  to  keep 
in  touch  with  each  other  and  with  the  State  Officers.  These 
recommendations  were  numbered  1,  2  and  3,  and  were  each 
approved  and  adopted  by  the  State  Council  in  session.  Num¬ 
ber  1  was  carried  out  as  best  it  could  be  and  Nos.  2  and  3  were 
entirely  ignored  by  both  District  Deputy  and  Council  Deputy. 
Not  a  report  in  accordance  with  these  recommendations  wer£ 
received. 
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I  therefore  want  to  call  attention  of  every  Deputy,  both 
Council  and  District,  to  page  68,  Proceedings  of  the  Durham 
Session,  and  every  officer  of  subordinate  Councils  to  Pages  68. 
69  and  70  of  same  document.  If  these  suggestions  are  read 
and  carefully  carried  out,  I  feel  sure  that  a  number  of  the 
weak  Councils  will  not  go  defunct,  but  on  the  other  hand  re¬ 
ceive  the  support  of  the  State  Council  officers  and  grow  into 
a  larger  and  stronger  council. 

CONCLUSION. 

Under  this  head  I  can  only  repeat  what, I  have  said  from 
year  to  year  as  to  the  methods  which  the  members  and  es¬ 
pecially  the  officers  of  the  Councils  should  persue.  The  strict 
observance  of  the  laws  pertaining  to  your  duties  and  the  read¬ 
ing  of  suggestions  and  instructions  from  your  State  Officers. 
Too  many  times  the  Recording  Secretaries  probably  lay  down 
a  communication  from  the  State  Officers  after  reading  same 
and  considers  that  lie  is  the  only  one  expected  to  know  what 
is  going  on  or  what  the  State  Officers  desire.  I  do  not  allege 
that  all  do  this,  but  I  fear  some  do,  and  let  me  impress  on 
you,  if  you  do,  that  you  must  have  -the  co-operation  of  your 
members  in  order  to  succeed.  Read  instructions  on  outside 
and  inside  covers  of  all  the  Proceedings. 

Your  State  Councilor  has  probably  authorized  in  round  num¬ 
bers  $1,000.00  for  extension  of  the  work  of  the  order,  by  him¬ 
self  and  through  his  District  Deputies  for  the  past  year  under 
the  recommendation  to  set  aside  $1,500.00  for  this  work.  We 
trust  we  will  reap  much  benefit  in  the  future  from  the  seeds 
sown.  Your  Board  has  worked  in  harmony  during  the  year 
and  it  has  been  a  strenuous  year  under  existing  circumstances, 
but  nearly  all  the  Councils  show  that  they  are  in  fair  financial 
circumstances.  Our  State  Council  still  holds  its  own  in  a  finan¬ 
cial  way  as  well  as  we  could  expect,  considering  our  limited  * 
income  from  the  taxes  paid  by  subordinate  councils.

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Finally  I  want  to  thank  each  member  of  the  State  Council 
and  the  Subordinate  Councils  for  courtesy  shown  during  the 
year,  their  efforts  to  help  this  work  of  extending  the  principles 
of  the  order.  Let  every  member  go  to  work  for  the  next  year 
determined  that  no  stone  shall  be  left  unturned  and  that  our 
membership  shall  never  grow  less,  but  again  reach  our  limit 
of  increase  and  that  we  may  soon  have  Fifty  Thousand  good 
American  Citizens  as  members  of  our  great  Order.

This  is  an  appeal  from  the  action  of  Hope  Mills  Council  No. 
11,  refusing  to  adopt  the  report  of  the  Investigating  Commit¬ 
tee,  which  Committee  in  its  report  recommended  that  James 
Thames  be  expelled  from  the  Council.  The  case  on  appeal 
does  not  give  the  evidence  in  full  as  required  in  appeals,  and 
from  the  record  we  do  not  find  any  evidence  or  suggestion  of 
evidence  that  would  warrant  us  in  overruling  the  action  of  the 
Council.  Under  the  laws  of  the  Junior  Order,  it  requires  a 
two-thirds  vote  to  expel  a  member,  and  when  the  vote  was 
taken  on  the  charges  filed  against  James  Thames  there  were 
eight  votes  in  favor  of  sustaining  the  resolution  and  nine  votes 
opposing  it. 

The  Council  having  failed  by  a  two-thirds  vote  to  expel  this 
member,  we  find  no  evidence  that  would  justify  us  in  disturb¬ 
ing  the  decision  of  the  Council.

vs  APPEAL 

T.  D.  Perry 

This  is  an  appeal  by  certain  members  of  Walnut  Creek  Coun- 
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cil  from  the  action  of  Walnut  Creek  Council  in  acquitting  T. 
D.  Perry  of  charges  filed  against  him. 

It  appears  from  the  charges  that  T.  D.  Perry  was  one  of  the 
Committee  appointed  by  the  Council  to  assist  in  giving  the 
old  people  of  the  village  a  treat,  and  that  he  failed  to  account 
for  $1.05  which  ought  to  have  been  turned  over  to  Mrs.  Bar- 
low.  The  Committee  appears  to  have  been  appointed  and  made 
their  report  to  the  Council,  the  Council  voting  to  acquit  Perry 
of  the  charges  against  him;  and  from  the  action  of  the  Coun¬ 
cil  this  appeal  is  taken. 

It  is  ordered  and  adjudged  that  the  action  of  the  Council 
is  sustained;  for  that  there  is  no  evidence  in  this  record  that 
would  justify  us  in  overruling  the  action  of  the  Council.  While 
there  is  some  suggestion  in  some  of  the  letters  that  Perry 
pleaded  guilty,  yet  we  would  not  be  justified  in  overruling  the 
action  of  the  Council,  unless  the  appeal  is  made  up  in  full  ac¬ 
cordance  of  law,  and  the  full  evidence  set  out  so  that  the  judi¬ 
ciary  may  have  the  benefit  of  it. 

We  have  often  called  attention  to  Councils  that  all  appeals 
must  be  prepared  as  required  by  law,  and  unless  this  is  done 
we  will  not  take  the  responsibility  of  overruling  the  action  of 
Councils,  unless  evidence  is  in  the  record  that  would  justify  us 
in  so  doing.  Because  of  the  failure  or  want  of  evidence  in  this 
case,  we  affirm  the  judgment  of  the  Council.

Shoal  Council  No.  92, 

Jr.  0.  U.  A.  M. 

This  is  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Deputy  State 
Councilor  over  the  election  of  officers  for  Council.  Mr.  Tiller 
contends  that  the  election  was  illegal  and  void  for  the  reason 
that  it  was  not  held  at  the  time  and  place  designated  by  the 
By-Laws  of  said  Council. 

It  is  contended  by  the  appellant  that  the  officers  elected  were 
not  men  of  good  character,  in  that  one  of  them  had  been  in- 
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dieted  for  gambling  and  another  one  on  one  occasion  was  intox¬ 
icated.  This  evidence,  however,  does  not  appear  in  the  record 
but  is  contained  in  a  letter  written  by  the  appellant. 

OPINION.

I  having  carefully  looked  over  all  the  Laws  that  I  have  find 
nothing  to  say  this  was  an  illegal  election  and  recommend  that 
we  drop  this  where  it  is  at  and  let  peace  and  harmony  prevail 
in  our  council  for  we  all  know  we  all  cannot  be  elected  for  of¬ 
fice  at  the  same  time.  We  can  look  at  European  Nations  now 
and  see  what  trouble  is  and  we  can  call  back  just  one  year  ago 
and  see  what  peace  is  and  we  hope  to  have  peace  in  our  coun¬ 
cil  and  we  do  not  wish  to  violate  any  laws  to  have  it  so  I  call 
you  to  the  following  Lawrs  State  Constitution  Revised  August 
1911  on  page  133  article  XI  Section  1  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
Officers  shall  be  elected  in  May  and  November  of  each  year  and 
I  believe  it  is  in  according  with  the  Constitution  and  I  have  a 
letter  from  the  S.  C.  saying  that  he  believes  that  it  is  in  ac¬ 
cording  with  the  Laws. 

It  is  therefore  the  Opinion  of  the  S.  C.  D.  that  this  was  Le¬ 
gal  Election  and  I  therefore  ask  the  members  of  Shoal  Council 
to  accept  the  same,  but  if  not,  I  bid  you  God-speed. 

C.  W.  TILLER,  S.  C.  D.” 

We  agreed  with  Deputy  State  Councilor  that  this  election 
was  a  substantial  compliance  with  the  law  and  held  that  this 
election  is  legal  and  should  stand.  An  election  cannot  be  at¬ 
tacked  collaterally  by  statements  contained  in  letters,  but  all 
of  the  evidence  must  be  set  out  in  the  record  and  brought  to 
the  attention  of  the  judiciary  as  provided  by  law.  If  the  elect¬ 
ed  officers  are  guilty  of  the  offenses  charged  in  the  letter  writ¬ 
ten  by  the  appellant,  it  is  an  easy  matter  to  prefer  charges 
and  have  the  case  heard  as  provided  by  law.  Collateral  attacks 
on  the  character  of  the  newly  elected  officers  cannot  be  set  up 
anyway  so  as  to  make  the  election  illegal.  Where  a  member 
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of  the  order  has  been  convicted  of  an  offense  the  law  provides 
that  any  member  may  file  charges  and  introduce  a  certified 
copy  of  the  indictment  and  the  judgment  of  conviction  and 
this  makes  it  out  a  prima  facie  case,  and  if  the  officers  are 
guilty  of  the  offense  they  can  be  dealt  with  as  the  law  directs. 

The  election  of  officers  and  the  character  of  the  men  elected 
are  matters  for  the  consideration  of  the  Council,  and  we  can¬ 
not  take  into  consideration  the  character  of  the  men  elected 
when  only  the  question  of  the  legality  of  the  election  is  in  is¬ 
sue.  We  concur  in  the  sentiment  expressed  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Deputy  State  Councilor  that  the  most  valuable  thing  for  a 
local  council  is  peace.

Dear  Sirs  and  Brothers : 

At  the  Session  of  the  National  Council  of  the  Junior  Or¬ 
der  of  United  American  Mechanics  of  the  United  States  of 
America,  held  at  Cedar  Point,  Ohio,  June  15th,  16th,  17th, 
1915,  the  following  amendment  to  the  National  Council  Con¬ 
stitution  was  favorably  acted  upon: 

Mill  you  please  see  that  it  is  brought  up  at  the  next  Ses- 
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sion  of  youi  State  Council  and  action  taken  on  tli©  sum©  in 
accordance  with  Article  X*VI.  of  the  Constitution  relating  to 
Amendments,  which  is  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

Amendments. 

Section  1.  A  proposal,  or  proposals,  to  amend  this  Consti¬ 
tution,  may  be  presented  to  the  National  Council  at  any  reg¬ 
ular  meeting  thereof,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  law.  Such  proposal,  or  proposals,  may  be  taken  under 
consideration  and  voted  upon  at  such  regular  meeting,  the  vote 
to  be  as  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  to  be  entered  upon  the  Jour¬ 
nal.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  the  National  Council 
present  and  voting  in  favor  of  adoption,  the  said  proposed 
amendment  or  amendments  shall  be  immediately  transmitted 
by  the  National  Secretary  to  the  State  Secretary  of  the  sev¬ 
eral  State  Councils,  and  shall  be  by  the  National  Secretary 
caused  to  be  published  in  the  several  papers  of  the  Order. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  State  Secretary  to  present  such 
proposed  amendment  or  amendments  to  the  first  regular  ses¬ 
sion  of  his  State  Council  following  their  receipt  by  him  and 
the  State  Council  shall  before  adjournment,  consider  and  vote 
upon  the  same,  which  vote  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays 
and  entered  upon  the  Journal.  A  majority  of  the  State  Coun¬ 
cils  voting  for  or  against  said  proposed  amendment  or  amend¬ 
ments  shall  be  counted  the  same  number  of  votes  as  the  State 
Council  has  National  Representatives  in  the  National  Coun¬ 
cil  for  or  against  the  same.  Immediately  upon  action  being 
taken  hereof  by  the  State  Council,  the  State  Councilor  shall 
sign,  cause  to  be  sealed  and  attested  by  the  State  Secretary 
and  transmitted  to  the  National  Secretary,  a  full  return  of 
the  result  of  said  vote.  Upon  the  receipt  by  the  National  Sec¬ 
retary  of  returns  from  a  sufficient  number  of  State  Councils 
to  disclose  the  fact  that  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  have  vot¬ 
ed  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  any  proposed  amendment  to 
the  National  Constitution,  he  shall  accordingly  inform  the 
National  Councilor,  who  shall,  under  the  seal  of  the  National 
Council,  attested  by  the  National  Secretary,  promulgate  the 
same  by  proclamation  to  be  published  and  transmitted  to 
the  several  State  Councils,  whereupon  the  said  proposed 
amendment  shall  be  and  become  a  part  of  the  National  Con¬ 
stitution  in  full  force  and  effect. 
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The  amendment  is  as  follows: 

Amending  Article  VII,  Section  2,  so  that  it  shall  read  when 
amended  as  follows : 

Section  2.  The  National  Council  shall  be  composed  of  ail 
Past  National  Councilors  in  good  standing,  all  Past  State 
Councilors  in  good  standing,  who  shall  have  attained  that 
honor  prior  to  July  1st,  1901,  of  all  Officers  of  the  National 
Council  who  may  have  been  duly  elected  and  installed. 

Of  all  members  of  Permanent  Committees,  one  representa¬ 
tive  from  each  State  Council  where  the  membership  is  less 
than  five  hundred,  one  additional  Representative  up  to  fif¬ 
teen  hundred  members,  or  a  majority  fraction  thereof. 

One  additional  up  to  five  thousand  members,  or  a  majori¬ 
ty  fraction  thereafter. 

One  Representative  from  each  State  or  Territory,  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  National  Council,  wherein  the  member¬ 
ship  is  less  than  five  hundred  members,  and  one  additional 
Representative  where  the  membership  is  fifteen  hundred  or 
a  majority  fraction  thereof. 

I  earnestly  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  changes 
in  this  amendment  from  the  Laws  as  they  now  exist. 

In  the  third  Paragraph,  the  following  has  been  omitted, 
“AND  ONE  ADDITIONAL  FOR  EVERY  FIVE  THOU¬ 
SAND  MEMBERS  OR  A  MAJORITY  FRACTION  THERE¬ 
OF,  THEREAFTER.  ’  ’ 

The  adoption  of  this  amendment  would  debar  the  larger 
States  for  “One  additional  for  every  five  thousand  members 
or  a  majority  fraction  thereof,  thereafter,”  and  would  re¬ 
duce  the  maximum  representation  from  any  State  to  three, 
regardless  of  the  number  in  said  State  over  2501. 

It  would  reduce  Pennsylvania  from  ten  to  three,  North 
Carolina  and  Ohio  from  nine  to  three,  Maryland  from  eight 
.to  three,  Kentucky  from  five  to  three,  and  South  Carolina 
and  Tennessee  from  four  to  three  Representatives. 

The  change  in  the  last  paragraph  is  as  follows:  The  pres¬ 
ent  Law  reads,  “One  Representative  from  each  State  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  the  National  Council  wherein  there  are 
at  least  four  Councils  in  good  standing.” 

The  Amendment  reads,  “One  Representative  from  each 
State  or  Territory,  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  National 
Council,  wherein  the  membership  is  LESS  THAN  FIVE 
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HUNDRED,  and  one  additional  where  the  membership  is  fif¬ 
teen  hundred  or  a  majority  fraction  thereof.’ ’ 

On  our  present  membership  this  amendment  would  operate 
to  take  about  twenty-seven  Representatives  from  the  seven 
laiger  States  and  add  about  nine  Representatives  to  the  va¬ 
rious  smaller  States. 

>  This  would  give  every  State  or  Territory  where  the  Coun¬ 
cils  are  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  National  Council  one 
Representative,  even  though  they  had  only  one  Council  with 
a  membership  of  twenty. 

I  would  suggest  that  this  be  given  careful  attention,  before 
action  is  taken.

No  one  having  received  a  majority  of  ballots  cast  in  this 
election  a  second  ballot  was  ordered  for  Outside  Sentinel,  and 
the  name  of  Bro.  Fisher  dropped.  The  judge  ordered  a  bal¬ 
lot  prepared  when  a  second  ballot  was  voted  on  roll  call.  Af¬ 
ter  the  voting  the  Election  Officers  were  again  requested  to  re¬ 
tire  to  the  anti-room  and  count  the  ballots. 

National  Councilor  C.  B.  Webb  was  now  called  upon  to  pre¬ 
sent  to  Paul  Jones,  State  Councilor  the  Gold  Emblem  of  the 
Order  who  did  so  in  a  short  appropriate  speech.

Clark  was  then  recognized  and  offered  the  report  from  his 
Committee  on  the  officers  reports: 
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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  OFFICERS’  REPORTS. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  State  Council,  Jr.  0.  U. 
A.  M.: 

We,  your  Committee  on  Officers’  Reports  respectfully  sub¬ 
mit  the  following: 

We  have  carefully  read  the  reports  of  State  Councilor,  State 
Council  Secretary,  State  Council  Treasurer  and  State  Judiciary. 

The  excellent  report  of  our  distinguished  Councilor  is  a  very 
modest  statement  of  his  works  during  the  past  year.  He  and 
his  administration  will  be  remembered  for  two  great  move¬ 
ments  inaugurated  by  him.  The  vitalization  of  the  District 
Meeting  and  the  great  movement  to  eliminate  adult  illiteracy. 

Although  not  often  recognized,  the  District  Deputy  is  a  very 
important  administrative  officer.  Able  and  strong  deputies 
make  a  great  Order. 

We  therefore  most  heartily  and  cordially  endorse  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  State  Councilor  that  each  District  elect  its  own 
Deputy:  That  the  expenses  of  the  Deputies  be  paid  by  the 
State  Council  and  that  such  Deputies  be  made  members  of  the 
State  Council;  also,  that  more  money  be  appropriated  in  the 
annual  budget  to  pay  the  expenses  of  these  Deputies  in  per¬ 
forming  their  duties.  We  urge  the  Council  to  adopt  resolu¬ 
tion  carrying  into  effect  these  recommendations. 

We  approve  the  recommendation  that  the  State  Secretary  be 
allowed  sufficient  money  for  a  stenographer. 

Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  to  the  movement  inaugu¬ 
rated  by  Bro.  Jones  to  eliminate  Adult  Illiteracy  in  North  Car¬ 
olina.  It  has  been  approved  by  the  press  and  the  people  from 
the  mountains  to  the  ocean.  Education  of  the  children  means 
a  better  state  in  the  next  generation:  Elimination  of  Adult  Ti- 
literacy  means  a  greater  state  during  this  generation.  It  is  too 
great  a  movement  to  be  allowed  to  die.  We,  therefore,  heartily 
urge  that  the  recommendation  that  some  person  be  employed  to 
give  his  entire  time  to  State  Council  matters  be  adopted.  We 
urgently  recommend  that  such  person  devote  his  entire  time 
during  the  coming  year  in  propagating  the  movement  for  moon¬ 
light  schools  and  other  methods  for  the  Elimination  of  Adult 
Illiteracy. 

The  report  of  the  State  Council  Secretary  is  in  his  usuil 
careful  and  accurate  manner. 

The  report  of  State  Council  Treasurer  shows  a  balance  of 
$36,627.45.  Both  reports  should  be  carefully  read. 
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The  repoit  of  State  Judiciary  contains  the  opinions  in  cases 
coming  before  the  Judiciary.  They  are  clearly  and  cogently 
written.

Bro.  Brittain  having  received  a  majority  of  votes  was  de¬ 
clared  duly  elected  as  Outside  Sentinel.

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We  have  checked  each  item  separately,  and  find  correct  as 
stated  in  printed  report.  The  item  of  cash  balance  in  hands  of 
State  Treasurer,  while  it  looks  to  be  rather  a  large  amount  not 
to  be  invested,  the  reason  for  the  same  is  the  fact  that  the  bill 
for  per  capita  tax  has  just  been  received  by  the  State  Treas¬ 
urer  and  the  National  per  capita  tax,  also  the  expenses  of  our 
State  Session  must  be  paid  out  in  a  few  days  which  will  leave 
only  a  moderate  working  balance  on  hand.  The  committee  has 
investigated  the  securities  for  the  amount  loaned  on  deeds  of 
trust  and  find  that  same  is  secured  in  each  case  by  first  mort¬ 
gage  on  real  estate  worth  many  times  the  amount  of  the  loan. 

In  conclusion  we  will  state  that  it  is  with  much  pleasure  that 
the  committee  congratulates  the  State  Council  upon  the  efficien¬ 
cy  of  our  State  Council  Officers  as  we  find  the  books  all  well 
kept,  the  finances  in  good  shape,  and  although  there  has  been 
a  general  business  depression  during  the  year  the  State  Coun¬ 
cil  has  made  substantial  gain  in  both  finances  and  membership.

On  motion  the  report  of  the  Committee  was  accepted  and 
ordered  printed  in  the  proceedings. 


Dr.  F.  Green  introduced  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
read  by  Bro.  W.  B.  Duttera  on  behalf  of  Transylvania  Council 
No.  376  presenting  a  walnut  gavel.  Bro.  Duttera,  as  always, 
did  himself  credit  in  this  speech  of  presentation  and  read  the- 
following  document,  which  speaks  for  itself. 

“  Brother  Councilor  and  Brothers  of  the  State  Council. 

li  Coming  from  the  extreme  western  portion  of  our  State,  in 
fact  from  that  part  which  is  erroneously  supposed  to  have  no 
traditions  of  the  past,  being  of  so  recent  settlement  compara¬ 
tively  with  the  old  English  Provinces  of  eastern  Carolina,  I 
feel  a  special  pride  in  being  able  to  present,  for  a  representa¬ 
tive  of  Transylvania  Council  No.  376,  a  visible  token  of  our  pa¬ 
triotic,  religious  and  educational  life  of  over  one  century  ago. 

u  While  in  this  historic  county  of  Mecklenburg  the  first  orig¬ 
inal  Declaration  of  Independence  was  being  prepared  and  sign¬ 
ed  by  the  sturdy  sons  of  North  Carolina,  at  the  same  time  in 
the  valley  of  the  French  Broad,  close  to  the  mouth  of  David¬ 
son  River,  those  stalwart  pioneers,  descendants  of  the  English, 
Scotch  and  Irish  fathers  who  emigrated  to  this  country,  these 
men  were  conquering  the  wilderness  of  our  mountainous  sec¬ 
tion  and  were  striving  to  inculcate  into  their  offspring  the 
teachings  of  patriotism,  religion  and  education. 

“  Among  a  beautiful  grove  of  wide-spreading  walnuts,  these 
sturdy  sons  of  Carolina  established  first  their  muster  grounds, 
where  their  young  men  were  taught  the  lessons  of  patriotism 
and  where  they  learned  that  love  of  country  which  enabled 
them  to  shed  their  blood  in  its  defense. 

“  There  too  was  held  the  first  religious  meeting  where  relig¬ 
ion  was  taught  not  alone  by  precept,  but  also  by  the  example  of 
those  God-fearing  fathers  and  mothers,  who  not  only  relied 
upon  Almighty  God,  but  also  believed  in  ‘  keeping  their  powder 
dry.  ’ 

u  These  good  men  and  women  realizing  that  patriotism  and 
religion  were  still  lacking  one  essential,  also  established  a 
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school  so  that  their  sons  and  daughters  would  be  prepared  to 
carry  into  effect  those  principles  necessary  in  maintaining  their 
liberty  as  well  as  their  religon. 

“  Therefore,  I  feel  especially  proud  to  be  able  to  present  to 
our  worthy  State  councilor,  this  gavel,  made  from  one  of  the 
original  walnut  trees,  which  over  110  years  ago  shaded  and 
sheltered  the  patriots  in  western  North  Carolina,  while  they 
held  their  military  musters,  their  religious  services  and  their 
educational  meetings. 

“It  was  under  the  shade  of  the  tree  from  which  this  gavel  is 
carved,  that  the  first  principles  of  1 America  for  Americans,’  of 
the  free  worship  of  God  for  all,  and  of  free  education,  with  the 
Bible  as  its  foundation,  was  first  taught  in  western  North  Caro¬ 
lina. 

‘  ‘  Transylvania  Council,  realizing  the  wonderful  historic  value 
of  this  spot  in  our  country’s  history  as  well  as  its  connection 
with  the  fundamental  principles  of  our  organization,  presented 
to  the  school,  which  school  stands  side  by  side  with  a  Church,  a 
flag,  it  being  the  first  flag  presented  by  the  Juniors  in  this  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  State. 

“Hence,  Brother  Councilor,  I  take  pleasure  in  presenting  to 
you,  in  the  name  of  Transylvania  Council  No.  376,  this  gavel, 
emblematic  as  it  is  of  the  three  original  principles  of  our  order, 
patriotism,  religion  and  education,  and  I  assure  you  that  when¬ 
ever  you  or  your  successors  in  office,  for  the  purpose  of  calling 
on  the  citizens  of  western  Carolina  to  protect  or  defend  these 
inborn  and  inherent  rights  of  our  citizens,  namely:  America 
for  Americans,  religion  taught  in  the  American  language,  and 
free  education  with  a  Bible  in  every  school,  you  will  find  the 
members  of  our  council,  yes,  in  fact  the  citizens  of  our  county 
ready  to  a  man  to  respond  to  your  command,  and  also  assuring 
you  that  we  feel  safe  in  reposing  in  you  and  your  successors 
this  gavel,  the  emblem  of  the  patriotism,  religion  and  education 
of  those  who  are  frequently  termed  the  Highlanders  of  Caro¬ 
lina.” 

It  was  then  moved  that  this  Patriotic  paper  from  this  Coun¬ 
cil  be  published  in  the  papers,  also  that  the  same  be  printed  in 
the  proceedings.  Motion  carried.

REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  DEPUTIES. 

We,  the  Committee  appointed  by  the  District  Deputy  State 
Councilors  of  North  Carolina  Jr.  O.  U.  A.  M.  realizing  the  need 
of  a  more  complete  and  thorough  organization  of  our  Order  in 
the  State  offer  the  following  resolutions : 

First.  That  the  State  be  divided  into  two  districts  to  be 
known  as  the  Eastern  and  Western  Districts  of  North  Caroli¬ 
na,  the  dividing  line  to  begin  where  the  Eastern  line  of  Rock¬ 
ingham  County  touches  the  Virginia  line,  then  South  with  the 
Eastern  lines  of  Rockingham,  Guilford  and  Randolph  Coun¬ 
ties  to  the  Montgomery  County  line,  thence  to  the  Pee  Dee 
River  leaving  Montgomery  County  in  the  Eastern  District, 
thence  with  said  River  to  the  South  Carolina  line. 

Second.  That  the  State  Council  Executive  Board  appoint  a 
Deputy  for  each  division  who  shall  be  known  as  a  Division  Dep- 
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uty,  said  Deputy  shall  have  charge  of  the  work  in  his  district 
and  shall  confer  with  the  District  Deputy  State  Councilors  in 
regard  to  plans  for  work  and  by  such  conferences  get  the  work 
in  the  State  on  a  more  systematic  basis. 

Third.  That  the  Deputy  of  each  division  make  a  quarterly 
report  to  the  State  Councilor  as  to  the  condition  of  the  work  in 
his  division. 

Fourth.  That  the  District  Deputy  State  Councilors  make  a 
monthly  report  to  the  Division  Deputy  as  to  the  condition  of 
the  work  in  their  respective  districts. 

Fifth.  That  the  Deputy  of  the  local  Councils  be  required  to 
report  the  condition  of  his  Council  to  the  District  State  Deputy 
at  least  once  a  quarter. 

Sixth.  That  a  special  assessment  of  ten  cents  per  member 
per  annum  be  levied  upon  all  members  of  the  Council  in  the 
State,  said  money  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the 
expenses  of  the  Division  Deputies.  The  amount  of  salary  and 
expenses  allowed  each  man  to  be  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Exe¬ 
cutive  Board  of  the  State  Council. 

Seventh.  That  each  District  Deputy  State  Councilor  be  al¬ 
lowed  the  sum  of  Fifty  Dollars  ($50.00)  per  annum  with  which 
to  pay  his  district  expenses;  that  being  the  maximum  amount 
allowed  each  deputy.

Be  it  further 
Resolved:  That  the  State  District  Deputies  shall  make  a  writ¬ 
ten  report  of  all  their  acts  to  each  State  Council. 

Short  discussions  and  suggestions  were  made  by  Bros.  Gun¬ 
ter,  Joyce,  Clark,  Fulghum  and  others.  Bro.  Fulghum  moved 
to  amend  by  admitting  the  District  Deputies  to  the  floor  of  the 
State  Council  and  paying  their  expenses  but  not  allowing  them 
a  vote.  The  amendment  was  accepted  and  on  motion  the  resolu¬ 
tion  was  adopted  as  amended. 

At  this  point  the  question  of  Beneficiaries  was  brought  up, 
and  there  was  quite  a  discussion  as  to  the  legal  side  of  the  ques¬ 
tion  by  Bros.  Clark,  Hastings,  Fulghum,  Duttera,  Sapp  and 
others.  Bro.  Clark  moved  to  write  the  Secretary  Manager,  Bro. 
Collins  and  ask  that  he  have  a  law  drafted,  permitting  the  mem¬ 
bers  to  designate  their  Beneficiaries,  and  that  National  repre¬ 
sentatives  from  this  state  work  to  this  end.  It  was  amended 
by  Bro.  Duttera  to  refer  to  the  Legislative  Committee.  Amend¬ 
ment  accepted.  Motion  to  adopt  as  amended  agreed  to.  The 
resolution  and  amendment  is  here  printed  in  full. 

Be  it  resolved  that  the  State  of  North  Carolina. 

First.  That  the  representatives  to  the  National  Council 
be  and  they  are  hereby  instructed  to  work  for  an  amendment 
to  the  National  Laws  allowing  each  member  of  the  Order  to  des¬ 
ignate  who  shall  be  the  Beneficiary  of  his  insurance  in  class  A. 
and  B. 

Second.  That  the  Legislative  Committee  of  this  Council 
be  and  they  are  hereby  instructed  to  secure  a  passage  of  law 
by  N.  C.  Legislature  allowing  each  member  of  the  Jr.  Order  to 
designate  the  Beneficiary  of  his  insurance. 

Third.  That  Stephen  Collins,  Secretary  Manager  of  the 
Funeral  Benefit  Department  be  notified  that  it  is  the  wish  and 
the  will  of  the  North  Carolina  State  Council  that  each  member 
of  the  Jr.  Order  in  North  Carolina  shall  have  the  right  to  des¬ 
ignate  his  beneficiary  in  class  A.  and  B.  Amended  as  follows: 
That  our  Legislative  Committee  be  authorized  and  directed  to 
bring  about  such  changes  in  the  State  Laws  as  that  members  of 
the  Order  may  designate  their  Beneficiary.  Motion  to  adopt 
amendment.  Motion  agreed  to. 
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RESOLUTION. 

Bro.  Woodus  Kellum  of  No.  63  was  then  recognized  and  pre¬ 
sented  the  following  resolution: 

“Whereas  the  adage  ‘reading  by  the  lightwood  knot  fire’  has 
been  dethroned  and  the  idea  of  the  moonlight  schools  has  been 
enthroned  in  North  Carolina  primarily  by  the  efforts  exerted  by 
our  retiring  State  councilor  during  the  past  year,  aided  by  the 
hearty  co-operation  of  the  35,000  Juniors  in  North  Carolina. 

“And,  whereas,  there  has  been  an  educational  awakening  in 
the  last  decade  in  North  Carolina  which  has  far  surpassed  and 
far  exceeds  that  of  any  other  people  of  any  State  in  the  Nation 
in  the  world’s  history,  but  all  of  which  looked  to  the  education 
of  the  youth  and  future  generations, 

“And,  whereas,  the  Junior  Order,  conscious  of  the  fact  that 
there  are  in  North  Carolina  a  large  number  of  adults  who  are 
unable  to  enjoy  the  privilege  of  reading  or  writing,  who  are, 
therefore,  deprived  of  the  right  in  their  idle  or  lonely  moments 
of  communing  with  the  sages  of  the  -past  and  the  wizards  of 
the  present, 

“And,  whereas,  our  retiring  State  councilor,  Paul  Jones,  is 
entitled  to  much  of  the  credit  for  beginning  a  campaign  in  North 
Carolina  which  must  in  a  short  time  result  in  the  elimination 
of  adult  illiteracy  in  the  Old  North  State,  for  by  this  system 
the  Juniors  go  out  into  the  highways  and  hedges  and  bring  to 
the  moonlight  schools,  the  adult  illiterate  in  North  Carolina. 

‘  ‘  Therefore,  be  it  resolved  by  the  Junior  Order  in  convention 
assembled  in  Charlotte  at  the  session  of  1915  that  the  sum  of 
$1,500  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  appropriated  out  of  the  funds 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  the  Junior  Order  for  the 
State  of  North  Carolina  to  continue  the  agitation,  the  establish¬ 
ment  and  the  proposition  of  moonlight  schools  in  North  Caro¬ 
lina. 

“Be  it  further  resolved  that  Paul  Jones,  the  retiring  State 
councilor,  be  and  is  hereby  authorized,  empowered  and  delegated 
for  and  on  behalf  of  the  Junior  Order  of  North  Carolina,  as  its 
agent  and  representative  to  carry  forward  this  work  and,  ii 
possible,  to  eliminate  adult  illiteracy  in  North  Carolina,  on  whose 
warrants  or  application  the  sum  of  $1,500  shall  be  issued  for 
such  purpose  and  who  shall  submit  a  written  report  of  his  acts 
at  the  next  session  of  the  convention.” 

WOODUS  KELLUM. 
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Bros.  Kellum,  Ruth,  and  Gunter  made  speeches  in  favor  of 
the  resolution.  Bro.  Eure  of  No.  13  moved  to  adopt  resolu¬ 
tion.  Motion  seconded. 

Bro.  Craven  was  recognized  and  argued  against  resolution. 
Bro.  D.  H.  Harris  also  opposed  in  a  short  speech  the  resolu¬ 
tion. 

Bro.  Kellum  was  again  recognized  and  made  further  remarks 
in  regard  to  the  passage  of  the  resolution,  after  which  Bro.  Dut- 
tera  was  recognized  and  made  a  splendid  speech  giving  all 
phases  of  the  question.  Motion  was  called  for.  Bro.  Clark 
called  for  previous  question.  Finally  Bro.  Duttera  moved  to 
amend  as  follows: 

That  Bro.  Paul  Jones  in  carrying  out  this  resolution  be  re¬ 
quired  to  devote  his  time  to  the  work  of  the  Order.  The  amend¬ 
ment  was  put  and  the  chair  was  unable  to  decide  the  vote,  and 
then  called  for  a  rising  vote  which  resulted  as  follows: 

For  resolution  as  amended  82  votes. 

Against  resolution  as  amended  56  votes. 

It  was  moved  that  a  vote  by  roll  call  be  had.  Motion  lost  and 
amendment  declared  carried. 

Bro.  J.  R.  Joyce  was  then  recognized  and  moved  that  this 
State  Council  pay  the  expenses  of  Bro.  J.  L.  Burnett  M.  C.  to 
this  State  Council.  Motion  carried. 

P.  S.  C.,  Chas.  E.  Brewer  was  then  recognized  and  made  quite 
an  interesting  talk  relative  to  the  ability  of  the  Orphans  Home 
to  care  for  the  orphans  of  the  members  of  the  Order.  This  was 
listened  to  by  every  member  with  closest  attention  as  this  In¬ 
stitution  is  becoming  more  popular  from  time  to  time. 

RESOLUTION. 

That  whereas  the  large  increase  of  membership  of  the  Jr.  0. 
U.  A.  M.  in  North  Carolina  as  well  as  the  continued  increase  of 
Councils  has,  and  does  require  much  additional  labor  on  the 
part  of  the  Secretary.  It  is  Resolved  by  the  Convention  of  the 
Jr.  0.  U.  A.  M.  in  the  State  Council  assembled  at  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina  at  its  session  of  1915  that  the  salary  of  the 
State  Secretary  be  increased  to  $2,000.00  annually. 

Bro.  Bruce  Craven  moved  to  defer  action  until  next  State 
Council  Meeting.  For  want  of  a  second  this  motion  was  de- 
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dared  lost.  Motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  adopt  resolu¬ 
tion.  Bro.  Craven  argued  against  resolution  after  which  the 
motion  was  called  for  and  vote  was  taken  which  resulted  in  the 
adoption  of  the  resolution. 

Bro.  J.  M.  Sharp,  Associate  Judge  presented  report  on  the 
following : 

Whereas  since  the  National  Council  enacted  a  law  governing 
a  transfer  card,  therefore,  be  it  Resolved:  That  when  a  broth¬ 
er  transfer  by  card  after  said  brother  has  been  duly  admitted, 
the  Council  from  which  he  transferred  shall  at  once  re-imburse 
the  Brother  of  the  over  plus  of  dues,  and  if  said  Brother  has  been 
a  member  for  six  months  he  shall  become  in  good  standing  at 
once.  Respectfully,

If  you  desire  to  organize  a  Council  of  the  Order  remem¬ 
ber  the  following  points: — You  must  have  25  or  more  ap¬ 
plications  from  parties  between  the  ages  of  18  and  50 
years  and  otherwise  qualified,  who  have  never  before  been 
members  of  the  Order  and  you  should  charge  $3.00  for 
Charter  fee.  You  must  have  a  building  in  which  there 
is  a  second  story  for  holding  meetings  of  the  Council. 
The  following  supplies  are  furnished  by  the  State  Coun¬ 
cil  at  the  time  of  its  institution: — 1  set  Rituals,  1  tin 
box  for  Rituals,  1  Funeral  Ceremony,  1  Question  Book,  1 
Book  of  Forms  and  Ceremonies,  1  Ledger,  5  each  Dismis¬ 
sal,  Withdrawal  and  Transfer  Cards,  50  Application 
Blanks  for  membership,  50  Notices  of  Election,  100  Noti¬ 
ces  of  Arrearages,  25  Ode  Cards,  1  Treasurer’s  Receipt 
Book,  1  Official  Receipt  Book,  and  1  Warrant  Book.  Seal 
and  Charter  to  be  furnished  90  days  after  the  institution 
of  the  Council,  upon  return  of  warrant  issued  when  Coun¬ 
cil  is  instituted. 

You  will  note  in  these  proceedings  under  the  head  of 
“Directory”  the  Standing  Committees,  names  of  all  Of¬ 
ficers  and  Committees,  together  with  their  addresses. 
Should  you  have  any  occasion  to  write  for  information, 
examine  this  list  in  order  that  you  may  ascertain  the 
proper  officer  or  Committee  to  address. 

In  case  you  elect  Recording  Secretaries  other  than  at 
the  usual  time  for  election  of  same,  notify  the  State  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  change  so  there  will  be  no  delay  in  receiv¬ 
ing  the  mail. 

The  National  Council  requires  each  Honorary  member 
to  pay  14c  semi-annually  for  support  of  Orphans  Home. 
Do  not  forget  to  collect  this  and  remit  with  regular  tax 
to  State  Secretary,  failure  to  pay  this  tax  on  Honorary 
members  subjects  them  to  suspension  as  in  case  of  Ben¬ 
eficiary  members.
